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There isn't enough parking in 
town centre, says councillor 


WEYMOUTH town centre’s parking 
situation is so bad it is at “breaking 
point”. 

That is the message from Melcombe 
Regis ward councillor Francis Drake 
who says he has been inundated with 
complaints. 

But Weymouth and Portland transport 
spokesman Councillor Christine James 
says the council is trying to do what it 
can. 

Mr Drake said: “The main complaint 
I get is that residents and businesses in 
the town centre who have paid for park¬ 
ing permits are too frightened to move 
their cars because, when they do, they 
can’t get back in because their space has 
been snapped up by someone else. 

“Most of the problem is being caused

by tourists who are perfectly entitled to 
pay for five hours parking in one of 
these spaces, but it forces residents and 
businesses to drive round searching for 
an alternative space they are entitled to 
but can’t find. 

“It has even affected me. Only re¬ 
cently I pulled out of my parking space 
to attend a council meeting, but when I 
came back I found my space had been 
taken. It took me nearly two hours to 
find another. 

“There just isn’t enough car parking 
in the town centre and I believe there 
are roughly three drivers competing for 
every two spaces.”

Mr Drake said he believed that the sit¬ 
uation was unique to the town centre. 

He added: “I believe it could be 
helped if permit holders unable to find 
a space could park behind the Pavilion 
in the car park there as a sort of over¬ 
spill area at no extra cost to the fee they 
have already paid for their permit. 

“There might be arguments that doing 
this would cost the council revenue but 
that’s not true because tourists and other 


drivers using parking spaces for permit 
holders are paying to do so, so effec¬ 
tively the space is being paid for twice.” 

Town centre butcher Dennis Spurr of 
the Fantastic Sausage Factory said town 
centre parking is so bad that he parks 
right away where it’s free and walks 
into town. 

But he added: “If permit holders can

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DR David Cove has been in Dorchester since 1981 
when he was appointed Consultant Physician to 
Dorset County Hospital. His specialities were gen¬ 
eral medicine, diabetes and endocrinology ( hor¬ 
mones). He was medical director for four years 
and, among other things, was involved with de¬ 
veloping clinical governance. 

He started his medical career at Birmingham 
University, qualified there and then undertook a 
number of posts and research mainly in the West 
Midlands. 

He has just taken over as Chairman of the Dorch¬ 
ester and Sherborne Citizens'Advice Bureau. 


■ WHAT brought you to Dorset? 

It was a combination of the post and the area - it’s a lovely 
part of the world to come to and at the time there was the 
prospect of a new hospital, although that didn’t come for 
some years. It was an exciting opportunity. 

When I first arrived we were admitting acute medicine to 
Dorset County and Weymouth and District hospitals and 
I also did clinics in Dorchester, Weymouth, Bridport, 
Blandford and Sherborne. 

■ DID you know about area before you came? 

No, I didn’t. I had to look it up on the map, but I found 
out about it pretty quickly. My first impressions were of 
a lovely county town with a delightful rural area and the 
sea close by as well, ideal in many ways. 

■ ARE you attracted to the sea? 

I like windsurfing and swimming and a bit of snorkelling. 
I’m not windsurfing at the moment; although I did until a 
couple of years ago.. .1 might have another go. 

■ YOU stayed, you didn't move on? 

At the time I was appointed consultants which meant you 
tended to stay in the same place. In training you would 
move from post to post but in a consultant post you were 
expected to be there for life. It’s a bit different now and 
people do move more now. 

■ WHEN did you retire? 

From the NHS in April 2013.1 had been part-time for a 
few years and had been gradually reducing hours from 
the age of 60, but I properly retired at the age of 66. It 
would have been very difficult to suddenly stop. 

■ DO you have any hobbies? 

I guess gardening is the main hobby, it takes up quite a 
lot of time; I also started doing a bit of sculpture in a very 
amateurish way about four years ago. I’m not very good, 
but I enjoy it. 

■ YOUR retirement will now be partially taken over 
by your new role with the CAB. How did that come 
about? 

I wanted to do something worthwhile and I had family 



who used to work for CAB years ago as well as many pa¬ 
tients who benefitted from the CAB. The opportunity to 
take up the chair came up and I thought that would be a 
good thing to do and a real challenge. I’ve come to it cold 
so I’m on a steep learning curve, which I’m actually en¬ 
joying. Everyone has been most helpful in explaining 
CAB and my job, and the job that they do. I’ve also, with 
client’s permission, sat in on a number of sessions which 
I found very instructive. I’ve been terribly impressed by 
the staff at the CAB. 

■ AND they deal with so many people? 

Yes, we’re currently working out the figures for this year 
in the run up to the annual meeting on October 9th but 
for 2012-13 the bureau dealt with 5,590 clients who be¬ 
tween them had 17,068 issues to be resolved. The num¬ 
bers are quite staggering. 
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■ I WOULD imagine funding must be a problem 
even though many of the 'staff' are volunteers? 

It’s a constant and continuing worry. The core of our 
funding comes from local government and their budgets 
are being cut. I know they are doing a review of their ex¬ 
penditure for 2016 onwards and although they are very 
supportive of CAB they do have their hands tied and this 
work is non-statutory. 

But the councils are aware of the issues. They know if 
they don’t have the CAB helping with people’s debt is¬ 
sues there is a risk they could become homeless and then 
the local authorities have to sort that out, at very much 
higher expense. We would argue that funding the CAB is 
money very well spent. 

■ WERE you surprised about how much poverty 
and problems there are in this area, which on the 
face of it appears affluent? 

I have been aware of it for a long time really, through 
medicine. Rural poverty is hidden away, it doesn’t hit you 
in the face like urban poverty. There are a lot of people 
who are making do and organising their lives as best they 
can on very little, particularly with house prices being 
high and the cost of transport locally. 

■ DO you have favourite authors? 

Orwell, Greene, Isabel Allende I like. 

■ FAVOURITE films and music? 

Classical music and a certain amount of jazz. We go to 
the Dorchester Film Society and enjoy that very much, 
there’s a whole variety of things there. I thoroughly en¬ 
joyed ‘The Angel’s Share’ which was along the lines of 
‘Whisky Galore’. It was a wonderful film, very funny.

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Chalet owners told 
to pack their things 

Concerns empty huts could be open to vandalism 


CONFUSION and concern continues to dominate 
the council’s attempts to thrash out a future for 
seafront chalets and associated facilities at Greenhill, 
Weymouth. 

The borough council says it can no longer afford 
to look after them and has asked holders to empty 
their chalets and return their keys by October 31st 
while ground is prepared either for a community 
group to run the site or for a private sector takeover. 

But a stuttering meeting of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land’s management committee heard serious con¬ 
cerns voiced that leaving chalets empty posed 
questions about vandalism and the cost of security. 

Alderman Andy Hutchings, who has a chalet, 
spoke for fellow holders and said it would cost the 
council £14,250 in lost revenue to close the chalets 
ahead of a new tender document being completed by 
March 2015. 

He added their main concern now was that if the 
decision to terminate chalet licences wasn’t 
rethought then not only would the council lose 
£14,250 “but also all chalets will be empty and open 
to vandalism and probably the homeless will move 
in”. 

He said: “During the winter months chalet owners 
are the eyes and ears of the council. If during that 
period no-one is there then faults won’t be reported 
and that, in my opinion, will leave you with lots of

empty derelict chalets.” 

Keeping holders in the chalets until March 2015 
would both generate extra revenue and avoid them 
becoming derelict, he said. 

Councillor Rachel Rogers said using the idea of 
homeless people moving into the chalets was just “a 
way of trying to threaten the council into action”, but 
others were worried about unanswered questions on 
the cost of security to combat vandalism. 

Chief executive Matt Prosser said matters were “a 
property issue” and holders were being asked to re¬ 
turn keys because vacant possession was needed 
whether the future has a community slant or a private 
one. 

There were promises to update everyone at the com¬ 
mittee’s December 2nd meeting, but that will come 
too late for some including Gabrielle Huggins from 
Bristol who made an emotional statement that she 
was “very sad” chalets were to be put out to tender. 

It would be nice if chalet holders could be given an¬ 
other year while proposals for their future were 
thrashed out, she said, because it was “really 
heartrending” to face losing her chalet. 

Councillor Christine James said members needed to 
know a lot more about maintenance costs and van¬ 


dalism because “empty chalets get broken in to” 
while Councillor Ian Roebuck said leaving 170 
chalets unoccupied from November 1st meant there 
would be security costs to combat vandalism, but 
what were they? 

He added: “What budget have we for security when 
the chalets become empty? Where is the money com¬ 
ing from? I am very concerned that this committee 
does not seem to have even considered this. We have 
a need and a duty to protect our assets.” 

Councillor Ian Bruce said that chalets always close 
in the winter and there was “always a question of 
keeping secure what is down there”. 

Councillor Mike Goodman said: “I accept the point 
that there may be damage to empty chalets but it 
should not be significantly greater than previous 
years. We do hear about damager quicker if chalets 
are occupied but it doesn’t prevent it.” 

Chairman Councillor Mike Byatt pledged: “Mem¬ 
bers will have an update on the situation including 
finances, including the cost of maintenance and se¬ 
curity.” 

Alderman Hutchings said after the meeting: “Noth¬ 
ing said here today has eased our concerns about the 
security of our chalets after October 31 st when we 
have left them. There was also nothing concrete said 
about the cost to the council of security for the 
chalets which doesn’t seem to be in any budget.” 


Teen punches robber in the face after being attacked 


A TEENAGER has been 
robbed in Weymouth by 
an offender who ran off 
after being punched in the 
jaw by the victim. 

Police say the incident 
happened on August 17th 
at 6.15pm when the boy 
got off the number one 
bus from Portland at the 
bus stop by Costcutters 
on Portland Road. 


Officers say he walked 
to Costcutters, reached 
the store door and saw a 
notice that the shop had 
closed down.

use the Pavilion car park as overspill it would make 
sense because not everyone is prepared to walk in like 
me or is physically able to walk. 

“The council has to get to grips with the parking sit¬ 
uation before people stop buying permits.” 

But Mrs James said: “We simply don’t have the 
number of on-street spaces to match the number of 
cars owned by people in the town in general. 

“We can’t restrict the number of permits we sell be¬ 
cause that would be discrimination. That means there 
will inevitably be more permit holders than spaces 
and that has always been the case. 

“What we have said to permit holders is that they 
can use the Pavilion car park at night, but during the 
day people have to take their chances. 

“No permit holder has a right to a specific space. 


They are allocated a zone and they have to try and 
find a space within that zone. 

“At the moment it is not possible for drivers whose 
zone is full to move across and park in a different 
zone which has spaces, but we are hoping to change 
that soon. 

“It is not the council’s duty to provide on-street 
parking for anyone. It is up to people to make their 
own arrangements as to how they get to work or in to 
town. 

“We know there are not enough on-street parking 
spaces but we are trying to do what we can. 

“In any case, we are a tourist resort and if tourists 
are coming in to park we should be grateful. 

“If Councillor Drake has had a number of com¬ 
plaints then I would be happy to meet with him and 
discuss them.”

A WIDE ranging consultation to 
consider options for the future of 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service is 
at its midway point.

Until October 20th, members of 
the public will be able to give their 
views on options including closer 
working with local authorities and 
the police through to a possible 
merger with Wiltshire and Swin¬ 
don Fire Authority. 

Darran Gunter, Chief Fire Officer 
of Dorset Fire and Rescue Service 
said: “DFRS has 40 front-line fire 
engines, 33 of which are crewed 
by on-call or retained firefighters. 
Our response arrangements are 
therefore very efficient. We also 
undertake over 12,000 home safety 
checks a year and work with a 


range of partners to make our com¬ 
munities safer. 

He added: “However, like all 
public services, we face significant 
financial challenges. Our potential 
deficit in 2017/18 ranges between 
£2.3million and £3.2million. I am 
passionate about protecting front¬ 
line services and for this reason 
would encourage everyone to take 
part in this consultation. 

“Whilst currently a combination 
with Wiltshire Fire and Rescue 
Service is the preferred option for 
both the Fire Authority and I, it is 
really important that communities, 
partners and businesses let us have 
their views on this and other sce¬ 
narios that we are consulting on.” 

Councillor Rebecca Knox, 
Chairman of Dorset Fire Authority 
said: “We have a fantastic fire and 
rescue service and I am sure you, 


like the authority, want to do what¬ 
ever you can to ensure the service 
continues to keep the communities 
of Dorset safe. 

“DFRS’s advice and support 
reaches out to many vulnerable 
groups and I am particularly proud 
of our work with young people, 
protecting future generations. 

She added: “We all want to con¬ 
tinue this great work, but it does 
cost and our budget is under huge 
pressure, scenario three at this 
stage assists us best. 

“Please look carefully at the con¬ 
sultation, take part and help us 
continue to provide you with a 
great service, we can do this only 
with greater financial savings.”

Owner Jonathan Spencer successfully applied to get the 
annual licence on his Erotica Belle premises in Ranelagh 
Road renewed and for permission to open on all Bank 
Holidays except Christmas Day and Easter Sunday. 

But he was refused permission to continue displaying 
large advertising boards on his shop exterior and told to 
remove them because it was against his licence. 

Now his legal advisors have told him he didn’t get suf¬ 
ficient notification of the hearing to be able to prepare his 
case properly nor did the council notify him in writing

since 2011 that he had been breaching his license condi¬ 
tions. 

Mr Spencer told View From Weymouth and Portland : 
“They only notified me that the hearing was today at 9am. 
I was in Watford so I had to come all the way down and 
was not able to prepare myself. 

“At no point did the licensing officer inform me that 
they were going to be discussing the blocked out side 
windows and no notice had been received since 2011 


telling me I was in breach of the licence.” 

Accordingly he has now written to Weymouth and Port¬ 
land head of business licensing Sue Moore asking for his 
application to be heard again by the council’s Licensing 
Committee. 

Earlier the committee was told that only one person - 
who lived at Lodmoor, some distance from the shop - 
had objected to Mr Spencer’s application. 

The objector asked the committee not to renew Erotica 
Belle’s licence and to close the shop which she said was 
“not in keeping with the image of Weymouth being a 
family resort”. 

She added: “The sign board image is far too big and 
bold and is at a level for toddlers and children to see and 
read.” 

Weymouth and Portland head of business licensing Sue 
Moore said the signs breached the shop’s licence. 

Mr Spencer told the committee that he had similar high 
quality premises in Andover and Bournemouth while his 
fourth premises in Salisbury had just had its licence re¬ 
newed by the council there for £10.50. Weymouth 
charged £2,400! 

He added: “When I took over these premises they were 
run down. My business is not to make it so seedy. We do 
sell products that doctors recommend so we are providing 
a service.” 

Mr Spencer said his other premises had won several 
awards for their window displays and that in Weymouth 
they seem to “demonise sex shops”. 

He added: “I have had no objections to any of my other 
sex shops or the Weymouth one in the past and it is 
strange that the person who has now objected did not do 
so earlier.” 

Councillor David Hawkins said he felt modern society 
had “a need” for sex shops and asked Mr Spencer why 
he could not just put up a “Sex Shop” sign. 

Mr Spencer replied: “If you want us to put up a Sex 
Shop sign that’s fine, but there are other aspects to it and 
I haven’t put such a sign up before because that’s sleazy.” 


He said the extra Bank Holiday opening would bring 
Erotica Belle in line with other shops and, when ques¬ 
tioned by Councillor Andy Blackwood about the shop’s 
relationship with its neighbours, replied that there had 
been no complaints and that residents had told him it was 
a great improvement over the old sex shop that used to 
be on the same site. 

Weymouth and Portland Mayor Councillor Kate 
Wheller said she was on the 2011 committee which dealt 
with conditions for the shop which did not include the 
boards currently displayed. 

Mr Spencer replied: “The boards are not offensive. Yes 
it’s bold, but what children are going to read anything 
into it?” 

Chairman Councillor Hazel Bruce said members had 
considered Mr Spencer’s application “very strongly and 
thoroughly” and were prepared to grant the Bank Holiday 
variations and to renew his licence, but existing signage 
was to be removed as it contravened the licence.

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Celebrating Weymouth's maritime 


WEYMOUTH celebrated its long and illustri¬ 
ous maritime history with a two-day Waterfest 
in and around the ancient harbour. 

Thousands turned out on Saturday and Sunday to 
enjoy a programme of events which demonstrated 
Weymouth’s intrinsic links with the sea. 

The Waterfest was organised by Roger Dalton As¬ 
sociates who were commissioned by Weymouth Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District (BID) to stage two events 
each year, the other one being the Victorian Shown- 
ight in December. 

The Waterfest was considered to be such a success 
that it is likely to become an annual event.

The festival was staged around the harbour where 
the quayside was divided into specialist areas fo¬ 
cussing on sailing, diving, underwater exploration and 
traditional maritime crafts from boat building to lob¬ 
ster pot making.

plays in the harbour which drew a huge crowd. Other 
displays ranged from the Historic Diving Association 
in a dive tank to traditional crafts of lobster pot mak¬ 
ing and knot tying. 

The festival also provided the opportunity for many 
maritime charities to promote their work, including 
the Wreck to Reef project, the Little Big Trust that 
runs accessible sailing training for teenagers and the 
Boat Academy at Lyme Regis which displayed two of 
their student boats. 

Waterfest’s nominated charity, Weymouth Sea 
Scouts, demonstrated their skills on and off the water 
and also ran a maritime tombola. 

A number of seafood stalls were set up alongside the 
quay, doing good business over the weekend, and a 
mixture of shanty and folk music on the stage in Trin¬ 
ity Road proved very popular. 

Organiser Roger Dalton was delighted with the suc¬ 
cess of the show. He told the View from Weymouth . 
“It was more successful than we dared to hope. The 
Flybording demonstrations were spectacular and the 
festival came to a very emotional end as the tall ship, 
Le Marite, in full sail, sailed out of the harbour. It was 
absolutely stunning. 

“There is now a real sense that this could build into 
a significant event in future years. The mix of tradi¬ 
tional skills, shanty singing and seafood stalls clearly 
worked and in the future I think we can make this even 
more successful.”

The busy summer that Weymouth needed 


A climate of its own 

A PORTLAND phenomena much like 
Table Mountain recently showed just 
how much its climate can differ from 
Weymouth. 

It was a miserable day with a heavy 
drizzle as I drove over to the island, 
looking ahead to see the top of Portland 
sheared off by a flat bank of gloomy 
grey cloud which made for the compar¬ 
isons with Table Mountain. 

But incredibly, like someone shutting 
off a tap, when I got within 100 yards 
of Victoria Square all the drizzle 
stopped, the whole place brightened up 
and all the roads and pavements were 
dry! 

In fact, by the time I got to where I 
was going the sun was coming out 
which was just as well really. 

Conditions were still balmy with some 
soft sunshine when I came to make the 
return trip about an hour later, but the 
cloud slowly loomed over me and by 
the time I got home I could barely get 
inside before down came the rain again. 

There are stickers saying “Keep Port¬ 
land Weird”, but I’d rather be weird and 
dry on Portland than wet and normal in 
Weymouth! 


WEYMOUTH has just had what it needs 
above anything else, a good summer season. 

There was some confusion at the start 
when the sun came out and no-one knew 
what it was, but the town’s tourism industry 
was soon in full swing with hoteliers and 
guesthouses reporting brisk bookings and 
attractions doing a roaring trade. 

Seafront businesses did particularly well, 
a vital fact of life for them since they, like 
grizzly bears, tend to hibernate during the 
winter and need summer fat to see them 
through. 


A DAMNING indictment of modern soci¬ 
ety’s approach to encouraging people to 
work has emerged through a Weymouth 
man who is happily living off wages earned 
from just 16 hours work per week as a bar¬ 
man. 

Out of that he is docked various things in¬ 
cluding rent and council tax while he has 
£14 a week - or a miserly £2 per day - for 
food. 

Quite clearly he would welcome more 
money to make his life a little easier, but he 
has chosen to carry on with his current 


But it is the little things that show how 
well Weymouth has done, those aspects of 
resort life that don’t catch the headlines. 

Take car parks for instance. When you see 
the white signs and lines at entrance points 
starting to wear and blur then you know that 
the sheer volume of parking is responsible 
which means it has been a good season. 

Then there is any normal walk down St 
Mary Street. 

If you can do that easily then it is worrying 
times for tourism, but it was impossible to 
do so in 2014 because the street was fre- 


lifestyle because there is just no incentive to 
work harder. 

He explained that he could easily get more 
work to increase his earning power up to 40 

hours a week.but he said that if he did so 

he would actually be worse off! 

He’d calculated that only by working 42 
hours a week could he increase his in¬ 
come....by about £5 per week. 

Apparently the reason behind this is that 
he could sharply increase his wage by work¬ 
ing the extra hours but not as sharply as the 
drop off in the benefit money he receives. 


quently choked with people and you had to 
dodge, duck and weave your way to make 
progress. 

Some outlets said their business was up 20 
percent, others that they were just clawing 
back what they had lost during the Oympics. 

Anyhow, the town seems to have been 
given a summer shot in the arm and is more 
than ready for the next big rush. Have you 
seen how many shops are already selling 
Christmas stuff? 

No wonder. Christmas Eve is just 15 
weeks away today! 


He is not against working but neither is he 
stupid and he has no intention of swapping 
a frugal lifestyle gained by working 16 
hours for a frugal lifestyle plus £5 for which 
he’d have to work 42 hours. 

As he said: “I get £2 per day for food and 
that’s easy if you’re sensible. I buy a 
chicken and have the legs one day, the 
breasts another day and boil the carcass up 
for soup stock with the remaining meat on 
another day. I can effectively feed eight peo¬ 
ple on my money. Thank God the other 
seven don’t turn up!” 


Some need a map

RESEARCH shows that two out of five 
people don't know how to navigate 
using a traditional map. 

This comes as no surprise to the resi¬ 
dents of Weymouth during the tourist 
season who regularly get stopped and 
asked for directions, but just recently 
tourists have been getting lost in the 
town's multi-storey car park! 

Britannia Parking has done its best with 
a simple circular system to go up or 
down through the structure, but three 
times in recent weeks I've been ascend¬ 
ing an up-ramp only to meet a flustered 
driver coming down. 

Comments have ranged from "Took the 
wrong turning!" to "Sorry, we're on holi¬ 
day here!"as if this afforded some sort of 
special dispensation. 

So be warned. You appear to need your 
wits about you in a car park as much as 
you ever do on the open road.

GIRLS from a Portland acad¬ 
emy said unflattering PE kit 
was a major barrier for them 
being active. 

So the students from the Isle 
of Portland Aldridge Commu¬ 
nity Academy agreed to work 
with Virgin Active (VA) and 
leading fashion designer Lexie 
Sport to come up with the per¬ 
fect PE kit to give them the 
confidence to be more active. 

Virgin said that national re¬ 
search showed 46 per cent of 
16-year-old girls said they en¬ 
joyed being active but hated 
their school PE kit, 48 per cent 
admitted making excuses to get 
out of PE lessons and 28 per 
cent said they avoid sport be¬ 
cause they feel ugly when 
wearing their PE kit. 

The Portland girls were chal¬ 
lenged by Lexie Sport founder 
Lily Rice to create their perfect 
PE kit with the winning design 
coming from 13-year old 
Emily Marshall. 

The project demonstrated that

However, both we and 
our partners in the Active In¬ 
spiration campaign are clear 
that this winning PE kit design 
is just the starting point, show¬ 
ing what makes girls feel con¬ 
fident. 

“Virgin Active is now calling 
for schools, politicians and PE 
kit manufacturers to listen to 
these findings and consider in¬ 
corporating them into the PE 
kits of the future, so that more 
young girls feel engaged with 
being active in their everyday 
lives.” 

IPACA head of campus Rob 
Russell said: “The new PE kit 
looks great. I’m proud of our 
pupils for not only creating 
these designs, but also for shar¬ 
ing their insight on how PE kit 
can be a barrier preventing 
young girls taking part in sport. 

“As a school we will be act¬ 
ing on these findings to encour¬ 
age more of the girls to reap the 
benefits of an active lifestyle. 
In consultation with parents, 
we will be looking to amend 
our uniform rules over the 
coming months to allow pupils 
more freedom of choice over 
their PE kit.”

EcoHomes show the way to save energy in the home 


THERE are many ways of saving energy in our homes, 
some of them costing almost nothing, others requiring 
major investments. Whether we are doing it to have a 
greener lifestyle, or a cosier home, or to reduce our 
household bills, it makes sense to stop wasting heat 
needlessly. Reducing domestic heating in Britain would 
make a big difference to our demand for fossil fuel. 

This weekend eighteen homes are open to the public 
to show how people can save energy. In one home, 
Rab and Mary have used recycled materials thrown out 
by other people to create a cosy home at little cost. 
Arnold and Ro rent their property, but have still in¬ 
stalled a solar water heater, a wood-burning stove and 
rainwater recovery in their home in West Bexington. If 
they decide to move they can take it all with them. 
Three of the homes pay nothing for their electricity, 
which is all generated onsite. Many collect rainwater to 



reduce their water consumption. 

Some measures are more expensive, but grants and 
loans are available. Most people have heard of the dis¬ 
credited Green Deal, but the new improved version has 
fewer restrictions and is worth exploring. Few people 
know about the Renewable heating Incentive (RHI), 
which applies to solar heating panels, biomass or pellet 
boilers, and heat pumps. One of the homes to open on 



Sunday has installed a wood pellet boiler, and the 
home-owner, Steve, stands to receive £14,000 RHI, 
which will pay most of the original cost. In other 
homes, a £4000 top-end solar heating system will re¬ 
ceive grants of £2,500 of RHI, as well as free hot water. 

The best way to find out what is best for you is to talk 
to the people who have been there and are willing to 
give unbiased and informed advice for free. For further 
information on the Open EcoHomes visit transition- 
townbridport.co.uk or pick up a brochure from the in¬ 



formation centre.

Energy saving top tips 


Low Cost Tips 


Turn it off: Try to be aware of unnecessary lights left 
on, and appliances left plugged-in or on standby. 
Nearly all electrical and electronic appliances can 
safely be turned off at the plug without upsetting 
their systems - some satellite and digital TV recorders 
may need to be left plugged in so they can keep track 
of any programmes you want to record - but check 
the instructions on any appliances you aren't sure 
about. 

A typical household could save between £45 and 
£80 a year just by remembering to turn off appliances 
left on standby. 


Medium Cost Tips 


Draught excluder: Unless your home is very new, 
you're likely to be losing some heat through draughts 
around doors and windows, gaps around the floor, 
maybe up a chimney or two, and a whole host of other 
little holes around the house. 

Why not buy some proper draught-proofing prod¬ 
ucts for the doors and windows, seal your skirting 
boards with silicone sealant, and fit a chimney draught 
excluder or sealed fire guards? DIY draught proofing 
of windows, doors and blocking cracks in floors and 
skirting boards could cost up to £200, but could save 
between £20 - £30 a year in a draughty home. 


New heating controls: Whatever the age of your 
boiler, the right controls will let you set your heating 
and hot water to come on and off when you need 
them, heat just the areas of your home you want, and 
decide how warm you want each area to be. Installing 
a room thermostat, programmer and thermostatic ra¬ 
diator valves you could save up to £70 - £150 a year. 

This also means you can then make savings by using 
your controls more effectively, for example, turning 
down your room thermostat by just one degree if it's 
too warm inside could save around £75 

Loft insulation: We recommend having at least 
270mm (ten inches) of loft insulation, so it might be 
worth checking whether you could make your home 
warmer by topping up levels of loft insulation. You 
could save up to £150 a year if your loft is uninsulated 
by installing 270mm of insulation. Even if you have 
some insulation by topping up from 100mm to 
270mm could save around £15 a year. 

Lighten your load: Have you changed all your light 
bulbs for low-energy ones? Even the halogen spots? 
You can now get LED spotlights that are bright enough 
to replace halogens, as well as regular energy saving 
bulbs ('compact fluorescent lamps'or CFLs) for pretty 
much everything else. They come in a variety of 
shapes, sizes and fittings. 

If the average household replaced all their remaining 
old-fashioned bulbs with CFLs and all their halogens 
with LEDs it would cost around £110 and save around 
£45 a year.

WHAT TO DO 

THISWEEK 

• BRING in house plants that have been standing out¬ 
doors in the summer, before they succumb to cooler 
weather. 

• PLANT daffodil bulbs, which begin their root growth 
earlier than most bulbs. 

• PLANT out spring-flowering biennials including wall¬ 
flowers and forget-me-nots in their flowering positions. 

• STORE apples and pears for use over the winter. 

• CONTINUE to pick sweet peas to encourage further 
flowers. 

• PLANT dwarf bulbs such as crocus in lawns and grassy 
banks and scillas and chionodoxas in pots. 

• PROTECT the ripening fruit of plums and cherries from 
birds and squirrels. Pick the fruit as it becomes ripe but 
watch out for wasps when picking. 

• LIFT and divide five-year- 
old clumps of perennial 
herbs such as bergamot 
and lemon balm, discard¬ 
ing the old woody centres 
and replanting in new po¬ 
sitions. 

• REDUCE watering orchids 
indoors as growth slows 
down and apply the last 
feed. From the end of Sep¬ 
tember until next April no 
feeding is necessary.

It was listed in 1950 
and was used as the Bernard Gale School of Dancing for 
many years, until 2002 when Mr Gale passed away leaving 
a great legacy of dance in the town. The building was left 
empty for four years until Niki McCretton bought it in Sep¬ 
tember 2010; saving the building from property develop¬ 
ers. Upstairs is now an artist's studio and a space for 
creating puppets and costumes for resident theatre com¬ 
pany Stuff & Nonsense's productions, as well as home to the 
Lyric's popular Puppet Club.

Make it yourself... 

Rowan and crab jelly 


Makes approx 5 jars 

ROWANBERRIES, the fruit of the mountain ash , 
which is very common in our region (a popular, 
attractive tree with widespread planting in parks 
and on new estates). They make the most 
delicious, tangy, orange red jelly, which is 
stunning with nutty cheeses such as Caerphilly. 


Ingredients 

• 1 kg Rowanberries 

• 1kg Crab apples 

• Approx 1 kg caster sugar 

Equipment needed 

A 4 litre capacity pan, preferably a preserving 
pan, a jelly bag or muslin cloth for straining 



Method 

Remove the rowanberries from 
their stalks and wash well. Cut 
the apples roughly and place 
both fruits in a pan with just 
enough water to cover them. 


Simmer gently for about 45 
minutes, or until the fruit is very 
soft, crushing with a potato 
masher, then strain through a 
jelly bag/muslin overnight. 
Measure the juice and pour into 
a clean pan. Add 450gm of 


warmed sugar to every 600ml 
juice. Heat gently until the 
sugar has dissolved, the boil 
rapidly for about 10 minutes, or 
until setting point is reached. 
Pour into sterilized jars, and 
reserve for use. 


Make it yourself... 

Tomato Ketchup 


Makes 5 bottles 

FAIR play to Heinz! 

When it comes to a brand leader, only one name 
really comes up relating to tomato ketchup. 
However, a lovely homemade ketchup harnesses 
the really best tomatoes at this time of year, and 
has a better, less sugary flavour. 



Ingredients 

• 1.5 kg best ripe, deep red tomatoes, 
chopped into eighths 

2 medium onions, peeled and rough chopped 

6 cloves garlic, crushed 

3cm fresh ginger root, peeled and fine 

chopped 

4 cloves 

4 bay leaves 

1 teaspoon cinnamon powder 
300gm cider vinegar 
200gm pineapplejuice 
300gm caster sugar 

2 dessertspoons good quality tomato puree 

Equipment needed 

• a 4 litre capacity thick bottomed pan 
(preferably a preserving pan), a blender, 5x 
400ml bottles or kilner jars 


Method 

Add all the ingredients to a 
good size pan (a preserving pan 
would be ideal) and mix thor¬ 
oughly. 

Place on a gentle heat, and 
slowly bring to the boil, stir 


from time to time to ensure the 
sugar dissolves. 

On a low heat simmer for two 
hours, stir from time to time to 
prevent the ketchup sticking 
(and burning) to the bottom of 
the pan. 


Allow to cool and settle for an 
hour. Blend the ketchup thor¬ 
oughly so smooth and silky, 
pour into properly sterilized 
bottles/jars. 

The ketchup should keep for 
three months, keep in fridge 
once open.

New Audi A6 Range Ready for an Even Cleaner Getaway 



A The new Audi A6 


ALREADY notable as the first conventionally 
powered premium executive class car to com¬ 
bine groundbreaking efficiency with a full, un¬ 
fettered sports specification, the Audi A6 is 
about to shift up another gear as a new model 
waits in the wings. Polished by styling revi¬ 
sions, upgraded lighting options, a new info¬ 
tainment system and new transmissions, the 
latest A6 Saloon and Avant ranges, which each 
retain ultra versions offering up to 64mpg, will 
open for UK ordering during September ahead 
of first deliveries in late 2014. Their many gains 
will also be shared by new A6 allroad, S6, S6 
Avant and RS 6 Avant models. 

"With the new Audi A6, we are writing the 
next chapter in an excellent success story. It 
represents innovative technology and Audi's 
premium claim," says Prof. Dr. Ulrich Hacken- 


berg, Board Member for Technical Develop¬ 
ment at AUDI AG. "The Audi A6 sets new stan¬ 
dards in many technical fields: the lightweight 
body containing many aluminum compo¬ 
nents, the powerful and highly efficient en¬ 
gines, the sporty chassis and the advanced 
assistance and multimedia systems." 

The sharp lines and taut surfaces which al¬ 
ready create an impression of elegance deliv¬ 
ered with meticulous precision in the A6 have 
been carefully honed as part of the model up¬ 
date. Revisions have been made to the Single¬ 
frame grille, the air inlets, the bumpers, the 
side sills, the rear lights and the tailpipes. One 
particular exterior highlight is the addition of 
xenon headlamps as standard for UK A6 SE 
models, and LED headlights with dynamic 
'sweeping' rear indicators for S line versions 


and above. Matrix LED headlights, incorporat¬ 
ing clusters of LED bulbs which can be individ¬ 
ually dimmed when sensors detect oncoming 
or following traffic to automatically divert their 
beams around obstacles, are optional for all A6 
and S6 variants and standard for the RS 6 
Avant. 

Lighter, brighter S line option 

The sinewy style of the exterior is echoed in 
the car's spacious interior, which in the Avant 
is combined with a 565-litre load bay that can 
be expanded to 1,680 litres. Every detail attests 
to an uncompromising approach to quality, 
and the elegant colours and carefully selected 
materials emphasize the premium class am¬ 
biance. A new Lunar Silver upholstery and 
headlining colour choice for S line versions, 
which have until now been available finished 
exclusively in black, is one advantage offered 
by the new model, as are subtle detail en¬ 
hancements, including an upgrade from dual¬ 
zone to deluxe four-zone climate control, new 
gear lever designs and additional chrome de¬ 
tailing. 

Technology aficionados will also appreciate 
the upgraded infotainment options, which in¬ 
clude new versions of the top-of-the-line MMI 
navigation plus and Audi connect elements. 
Based around an eight-inch retractable colour 
monitor, MMI navigation plus is available as an 
alternative to the standard navigation system. 
It now uses an even more powerful Tegra 30 
graphics processor from Audi's partner Nvidia, 
and includes MMI touch, which enables the 
driver to scroll and zoom in lists and maps via 
a touchpad. Audi connect now brings tailored 
Internet-based services and new media 
streaming apps to the car via the latest LTE 
high-speed data transmission standard for 


ultra-fast 4G click-through and download func¬ 
tionality. 

The Audi phone box option is also now avail¬ 
able - it enables occupants to connect their 
mobile phones to the car's antenna for im¬ 
proved reception simply by placing them in 
the phone box compartment. 

The range of driver assistance systems, 
topped by adaptive cruise control with stop & 
go function, is also extremely attractive. Audi 
side assist, which uses radar to check behind 
the car when changing lanes, works closely to¬ 
gether with Audi active lane assist, which pre¬ 
vents unintended lane changes. The night 
vision assistant now includes even more func¬ 
tions, and the portfolio of Audi pre sense 
safety systems is also available to further en¬ 
hance protection. Important information can 
be called up via the optional head-up display. 


Extensively updated EU6 engines 

In the UK the engine line-up for the new A6 
and A6 Avant will comprise fourTDI engines 
with either four or six cylinders and either sin¬ 
gle or twin turbo charging. All engines comply 
with the limits of the Euro 6 emission standard, 
and their C02 emissions have been reduced by 
as much as 22 percent. As before, the most ef¬ 
ficient engine - the 2.0-litre TDI four-cylinder 
with 190PS - is reserved for ultra versions of 
the Saloon and Avant which combine strong 
performance, hushed refinement and the po¬ 
tential to return up to 64mpg with C02 output 
from as little as 114g/km. Despite its sports 
styling, 18-inch alloy wheels and extensive 
specification, even the A6 2.0 TDI ultra S line 
Saloon with S tronic transmission achieves 
these exceptional economy and emissions fig¬ 
ures.

WEYMOUTH and District Table Tennis 
League (WDTTL) are to launch a series of 
new projects as they embark on a new 
season.

Experienced wheelchair player and 
coach Shaun Newcomb who is also vice- 
chairman of the British Table Tennis As¬ 
sociation for People with Disabilities and 
chairman of the selection panel, was the 
tutor for the event. He is also the lead 
coach for the south/south east regional 
disability squad and occasionally 
coaches Development and Pathway 
players both nationally and internation¬ 
ally. 

Of the event he said: "It's great to see 
disability coaching initiatives spreading 
throughout Dorset, and its enthusiastic 
and capable people like those on this 
course who make it happen for our 
sport." 

The aim is now to set up a regular table 
tennis session for players with disabili¬ 
ties, whether that is a physical, hearing 
or visual impairment or a learning dis¬ 


ability, and the WDTTL is keen to hear 
from any groups who would be inter¬ 
ested in this opportunity. 

Primary after-school club: After 
school clubs have been successfully in¬ 
troduced into most secondary schools in 
the district and now the Weymouth 
League are forming an after-school club 
solely for primary school pupils.

The cost is justEl to attend, and 
the aim is to introduce the sport to all 
abilities, boys and girls, in a series of fun 
on and off table games. The first club 
started on Monday (September 8th).
